Tt is this sincerity and devotion, as well as 
the unflinching courage and bold genius of 
the man, which makes his name more potent 
in Ttaly than all the armics of despotism. 

Sicily has risen in insurrection. against its 
effete and tyrannical rulers, Gatibaldi, trac 
to his instincts, is among the insorrectionists 
with his litte band, brightening their pros- 
pects and shaping their destinies, No one 
can doubt the result. The rotten and effete 
government of the Bourbons must go down, 
and Italian independence be asserted. Thus, 
while the great powers are deliberating, with 
uncertainty on the difficulties of the Italian 
question, Garibaldi is about to cut the Gor- 
dian knot with his victorious sword, like the 
Macedonian of old.
